I had this problem too, but with using the NE602 as a mixer/ osc in 
the super het regen. 


The LM386 will pick up local AM stations, but not the FM. 


What's happening is the regen detector has VHF spurious 
oscillations. In my case it was the NE602 osc making spurs. Probably 
because of the relativly long lead going to the tuning cap. 


I put a couple of ferrite beads on the coupling cap to the tuning cap 
and the problem went away. Probably a bead on the collector of the 
regen transistor and maybe one on the RF preamp will do the trick. 


I have a 1 KW AM station on 1230 and a 5 kW FM station on 107.3 about 
1 1/2 miles away on a hill over looking me. They cause me no end of 
grief.

>picking it up and demodulating the signal via sloppy solder joint? 
>Doesn't seem possible, but I sure do hear it well. 


Doesn't have to be a bad solder joint to demodulate FM - any old low-Q 


tuned circuit will do. It's called "slope demodulation" because as the 
frequency sweeps up and down the skirts of a tuned circuit, the amplitude 
varies with the slope of the passband. 


When I was about 1/4 the age I am now, I used to sneak out of bed to listen 
to Dad's old Trans-Oceanic SW receiver in the dark. I found I could hear 
what Mom & Dad were watching on TV somewhere around 4 MHz. I figured out 
later that I was picking up the TV sound IF and slope demodulating it. 


Is it possible somebody near to you is listening to an FM radio tuned to 
that station? 


As for what to do - I guess plenty of bypass caps, short ground leads, a 
metal case, the usual things to keep the good stuff in and the bad stuff out.

Gang, 

As a Titan owner who really dug into its design background, and visited with 
the author of its design, I can tell you that each and every part is essential 
to its overall proper operation. 


To remove the "counterpoise" would be to remove all resonance on 40 Meters and 
would undoubtedly detune other bands. Noxrmally only adjusting the length of 
the 33 foot wire on the circumference of the counterpoise is all you do to 
"tune" a Titan. There was one linear decoupler with an adjustable segment, 
but my instruction sheet listed it as factory set. 


The Titan is a vertical dipole that is made into an 80M to 10 M antenna by a 
couple of clever basics of antenna practice. One is to get resonance on 80M 
from a 25 foot dipole, they connect a cap loaded stub of coax across the 
center dipole feed point. The coax stub is about an electrical wave fraction 
with its cap, to match 80M at 50 ohms. Next, to get 40M form this short 
dipole they add an end element which we called a counterpoise, but is really 
an extension of 33 feet coiled into a circle. That's right, if you trace its 
circuit out, it joins the lower end of the dipole, and is electrically 
isolated from the radial rods that support it until you get back to the rod 
that electrically joins it to the lower end of the dipole. It is insulated 


from shorting to itself by the nylon line that you adjust to rubber your 40M 
SWR dip. The dipole sits on a double insulated plate to keep it isolated from 
your bottom mast. (You provide the support mast for elevated mounting. ) 


The linear decoupler rods are stubs of transmission line in action, and 
decouple parts of the 25 foot dipole for resonating in each band, 30, 20, etc. 
up to 10M. Not a lossy trap in sight, and a neat antenna! Mine only shows a 
Single upper mast end above the roof line, as it sits 6 feet off the back yard 
surface. Got my card from Easter Island operation in 95 today, thanks to a 
slow buro (burro?) envelope, and that was done with the Gap in the pile ups at 
close of that DXpedition. 


The poster has been advised by me to put up a mast high enough to clear the 
slope of the roof, with the Titan wire portion. I like to call it an upside 
down capacity hat, but calling it a counterpoise is easier for most hams to 
understand its action. 


I "suspect" you could deform the rods to have the plane of the wheel slanted 
rather than parallel to the earth level, and it might still work on all bands 
without tweaking, but I would have to ask the Gap guys at Ham Com. You could 
thus, make the wheel clear the slope of a gable roof, by almost paralleling 
the slope.

Hook up an antenna analyzer such as the MFJ-259B or similar at the input 
(TX side) of the LDG tuner and see what the actual R and X values are. 
Adjust the tuner manually for the best match. I have both the QRP and QRO 
versions of the LDG tuners, and they work very well. However, as with all 
RF devices, sometimes you will encouter a particular combination that 
gives you trouble.

When I tried to use it, I found that the Dit contact 
adjusting screw would not adjust; it would not turn very far. I think 
someone jammed it by having the lock nut that holds it in place tigtened 
down when they tried to adjust it, or other wise abused the threads, perhaps 
by using pliers in the same situation, although this isn't evident. 

Just wonder if there is a fix, or a "help" to improve the situation. It 
isn't aparent, since the screw is through the post, and can't be removed due 
to its partially cross threaded situation. But you never know on this

Yes, I used the 5 watter as WQ2RP mostly to be sure there would be 
a stronger signal on freq to help things going. From all indications, 
it could have been that Fireball Guys haven't build them yet or 
didn't work anyone.

Today's solar activity, while not really spectacular, does contain some 
new "buzz words" and concepts not presented before. Therefore, this is 
a good one to turn into a tutorial for those so interested.

IA. ANALYSIS OF SOLAR ACTIVE REGIONS AND ACTIVITY FROM 26/2100Z 
TO 27/2100Z: SOLAR ACTIVITY WAS LOW. THERE WERE NUMEROUS C-CLASS 
X-RAY FLARES THROUGHOUT THE PERIOD;

Inspite of "numerous C-Class flares" activity was LOW. This is simply 
because C-class flares are considered SMALL flares, and an M-Class 
flare is what defines solar activity as MODERATE. An X-class flare 

is considered HIGH solar activity. 


> THE LARGEST WAS A C7 OPTICALLY CORRELATED TO REGION 8545 (N37W85) . 


It used to be that ALL solar flares were detected by visual (optical) 
observations. Now the primary detection is method are the x-ray 
detectors on numerous satellites. We know now that many flares occur, 
particulary small C-class types, that can NOT be seen optically. Today's 
C-class flare was detected by it's x-ray emissions AND by being seen 
optically as well. Sometimes short duration flares are detected by the 
satellites, but it is not known what region of the sun it occured on. 

But today, it was detected by electronic instrumentation AND visually 

to identify exactly where on the sun it occured, and thus, today's flare 
was "optically correlated." 


> BEGINNING AT 27/0917Z EIT IMAGERY SHOWED A SERIES OF SYMPATHETIC FLARES 
> BETWEEN REGIONS 8551 (N32W14) AND 8554 (N26E11). 


Sunspots tend to be in "groups" on the sun's surface. Generally, one 
group of spots has nothing to do with another group of spots. However, 
sometimes they do have complex magnetic fields running between them, and 
sometimes, when a flare occurs in one group, for reasons not well 


understood, it triggers smaller flares in a nearby group (of course 
"nearby" on the sun's surface can be 100,000 miles!). When a flare 
triggers other flares in another group, they are called "sympathetic 
flares." If I read this right, this seems to be even more unusual, in 
that the secondary, or "sympathetic" flares appeared BETWEEN sunspot 
groups, or from an area of the sun that had no previous signs of 
disturbances or sunspots. 


A possible advantage of these sympathetic flares is sometimes they raise 
the overall solar flux of the sun. Thus, a 10-20 point increase in the 
solar flux is possible, making 10-15M "hot" over the next few days. 


> THESE FLARES PRODUCED A NUMBER OF RADIO EVENTS INCLUDING TYPE II AND 
> IV RADIO SWEEPS AS WELL AS A 16000 SFU TENFLARE. 


A solar flare is an eruption on the sun's surface that sends a shock 
wave of electrons outward from the sun. As this "wall" of electrons 
cross the suns magnetic field lines, it produces radio emissions over 
a broad spectrum (about 1000MHz down to 10-30MHz). The farther outward 
the shock wave travels, the LOWER the frequency from this spectrum is 
allowed to escape the sun. With a small flare, this shock wave may 
disippate 2.5-3 solar radii outward, in which nothing below 50-100MHz 
escapes. A larger flare, the shock wave travels outward even farther, 
allowing lower frequencies, into the HF spectrum, to escape. Thus, 
observatories "listen" to these radio emissions to see what the lowest 
frequency they are detected at every few minutes. This in turn tells 
you how fast the shock wave is traveling, and by the lowest frequency 
finally attained, how far outward from the sun the shock wave traveled, 
or if it escaped the sun to smack into the earth some time later. 


As this shock wave passes through the sun's magnetic field, it generates 
two MAJOR types of radio emissions: 


A TYPE II SWEEP is energy being radiated from a high frequency of about 
300MHzZ, downward to whatever the lowest frequency that escapes may be. 

These sweeps occur at a rate of about 2MHz per second. ON EARTH, they 

will sound like bursts of static, or sometimes like ignition noise, in 

a narrow band receiver (such as a QRP rig!). 


A TYPE IV SWEEP is CONTINUUM NOISE ... that is, energy at all radio 
frequencies simultaneously ... from around 300MHz down to the lowest 
allowed to escape. ON EARTH, this will be a sudden elevation in the 
noise level on all HF frequencies down to the PLASMA frequency (a fancy 
word for the lowest frequency allowed to escape the suns magnetic field). 


Both TYPE II and IV SWEEPS last from the onset of the flare to around 
30-60 minutes afterwards. It does not disrupt communications, but it 
is the fingerprint that a shock wave from the flare escaped the sun, 


and may be heading towards the earth to trigger a geomagnetic storm 
about 55 hours later. This shock wave may also be dense mass being 
flung at us, which is called a CME, or Coronal Mass Ejection. 


> A CORRESPONDING HALO CME WAS SEEN ON LASCO C3 AT 27/1338Z. 


And sure enough, a CME was seen by the LASCO satellite. If the plasma 
or particles of this CME strikes the EARTH's magnetic field, it will 
trigger a geomagnetic storm. This CME is a from a small C-class flare, 
so it will produce a MINOR geomagnetic storm at best when the shockwave 
arrives, probably afternoon-evening on saturday. 


> REGION 8552 (N20E25) REMAINS THE LARGEST AND MOST COMPLEX 
> REGION ON THE DISK. 


By complex, it is refering to the magnetic complexity, which always 
precedes a major flare. This is saying that this is the area on the 
sun to watch, as it could produce further flare activity, and if it 
grows much more, it could produce M-class flares. 


IIA. GEOPHYSICAL ACTIVITY SUMMARY FROM 26/2100Z TO 27/2100Z: 

THE GEOMAGNETIC FIELD RANGED FROM QUIET TO UNSETTLED. A ENERGETIC 
PROTON ENHANCEMENT BEGAN AT APPROXIMATELY 27/1130Z, BUT DID NOT 
REACH THRESHOLD LEVELS. AFTER PEAKING AT APPROXIMATELY 27/1230Z THE 
PROTONS STEADILY DECREASED.

This little C-class flare was sure begging for some attention! In 
addition to releasing x-rays, electrons, a shock wave, CME and radio 
emissions, it dumped a bunch of high-speed protons into space as well. 
The concern with energetic protons reaching the earth is the potential 
for damage to our orbitting satellites. When "threshold levels" are 
met, alerts are issued to operators of satellites for them to take 
evasive action if they can (such as rotating the satellite so the 
"shielded" side faces the earth, rather than the solar cell side). 


IIB. GEOPHYSICAL ACTIVITY FORECAST: DURING DAY ONE THE GEOMAGNETIC 
FIELD IS EXPECTED TO BE MOSTLY QUIET TO UNSETTLED. BRIEF PERIODS OF 
ACTIVE CONDITIONS ARE POSSIBLE EARLY DUE TO THE EFFECTS OF A

Ooops, a typo ended up being very misleading. 


When a proton event occurs, some satellites have the ability to stow 
it's solar arrays and rotate so the shielded side faces the SUN ... 
not the Earth as I accidently stated in the original post. Sorry. 


As protons hit the "skin" of a satellite, it generates a current on 

the side it hits, which creates a voltage potential between the front 
and back sides of the satellites. If large enough, this voltage could 
cause arcing inside the satellite, and obviously the potential for 
serious and permanent damage. Some satellites have their batteries, 
fuel tanks, solar cell deployment motors, etc. on the dark side of 

the satellite (side facing the earth) so the sunlight doesn't heat up 
the batteries, compressed fuels and gasses in the tanks, etc. During 

a proton event alert, however, this side of the spacecraft xis* pointed 
towards the sun, so the bulk and irregular shape of the batteries, tanks, 
etc. will act as a shield to reduce the induced current generated. When 
the proton event drops below dangerous levels, the satellite is rotated 
back into its operating position. Many satellites will be inoperative 
during this period, and hopefully afterwards as well!

RE: PCB drilling, I like the standard Dremel tool with the 
Dremel Drill Press (#212). The drill press (stand) is 
available thru various mail-order and web retailers for 
about $40. The advantage of going with this system is you 
can spin a carbide PCB drill, instead of a common hi-speed 
steel bit, at ~ 30K rpm. You'll get vastly improved bit 
life with the carbide bits -- it's the same scheme the 
board houses use, except they spin the bits at ~ 50-100k 
rpm depending on the stack height. 


You can tape the edges of your PCB to a couple of pieces 
of corrugated cardboard -- allowing the drill bit to pass 
through the PCB into something that won't cause it to bind 
and snap. It's an easy way to position the work under the 
drill press. The trick is to HOLD the work firmly while 
the bit is passing thru the board.

Hi, folks 

I've follow the thread on lowering the output on a Kenwood TS50. This is 

my backup rig and I won't even open the lid up. I want it to remain as 

a backup rig, and not a box of junk :-) :-) 

Anyway, I did study the schematic regarding the setting of the power levels. 
One pot sets full power (usually 100 Watts) 

The other two are dividers of the voltage set by the full power pot. 

When activating the Autotuner, the rig immediately switches to low power, 
tunes and then goes back to previous power setting. 

What happen if you set the whole rig to 10/5/1 Watts?? 


The autotuner switches to low power and 1 Watt is not enough for the sensing 
circuit of the autotuner. 


How about a solution??? 

(Attention, please, pretty please, it ain't no kid stuff here. Don't blame 
on me if you make a mess of your rig...I am not responsible nor liable...) 
The pots are selected by an integrated circuit which incidentally is SMD. 
It will be needed to select the pins which go for the HI and LOW pots, 
desolder the pins and crossed them. 

That way, when selecting power from the front panel or the mike, HI will be 
the lowest range, MID will be the middle and LO will be the highest power. 


Selecting 10 Watts with the High power, it will be possible to put 5 Watts 
on MID and 1 Watt on Low. On autotuning, the rig would select LOW power, 
which, due to the crossing will go for the High power, putting out 10 Watts. 
Later on it will be selecting the current power setting (10, 5 or 1 Watt). 


Also, it will be a good way to pull a leg on your QRO friends. As the panel 
marks are the same, but the settings are crossed, they will probably want 
to increase power, and going from LOW to MID and to HI power will be going 
from 10 to 5 and then to 1 Watt. Just enough for a good laugh! 


The maneouver with the SMD chip is tricky, so please, don't mess up with it 
if you don't know what are you doing.

Hi ya'll: 


I am going to take a risk here and kick into my 
"social work" mode, as this is what I do for a 

living. I have seen the frustration of those on 
this list who don't get their stuff on time, or 
get the wrong stuff, or stuff that doesn't work.

It probably is best to avoid operating there if someone that you have 
propagation to is likely to be hearing the dxpedition on that frequency. 
When unsure, usually a quick call will let you know if the frequency is

Gang, 


The first batch of crystals went to AZ in the mail 
via priority. 


Here is what I did. I went through 500 crystals. 

Put them in the Colpitts test oscillator and measured 
the resonant frequency in this ciruit to 1 Hz. I 

had a bunch of Dixie 30z bathroom cups maked on the 
side 000, 010, 020, ... , 250 for placing crystals 
into. If the resonant frequency was 4.023206 MHz then 
that crystal went into the 200 cup, etc. 


Half the crystals did not meet the activity requirement 
and were rejected. The way this worked is that I used 

a 10x probe on the Heathkit counter and if the crystal 

was Slow starting or didn't register on the counter it 

was rejected. Nothing but the best for this group. 


So you wanna get a set of these 5 crystals from the 

offer made earlier in the week from AZ. I placed them (5) 
in a coin envelope and sealed them so that they would 

not get mixed up and remain a matched set. I did not 
take the time to write the frequency on the envelope 

as we all know this is a waste of time as the f(r) 

will be dependent upon the final circuit. 


I have another set of 500 crystals at 4.193MHz range 

that I will match when I get back from Lake Tahoe 

this weekend. These crystals have slightly shorter 

lead lengths, but should work just fine, and are the 
smaller HC-49/US form factor. So some time out and rest on 
order for this weekend..... Then back to the HamCom stuff 
and hopefully I can redo the Elmer200 series back 

on line....

>I have another set of 500 crystals at 4.193MHz range 
>that I will match when I get back from Lake Tahoe 
>this weekend. These crystals have slightly shorter 
>lead lengths, but should work just fine, and are the 
>smaller HC-49/US form factor. 


Chuck & the 2N2/40 group, 

There's an interesting possibility for a 
dual-band 2N2/40/30 rig with these xtals. 

Just so happens that a VERY COMMON 14.318 MHz 
xtal will cover a lotta the 30M band with 4.193 as 
the I.F. 

So you could use Jim's regular VFO to cover 
40 meters, and add a 14.318MHz VXO to cover 30 meter. 
Of course, the front-end antenna filter should be tuned 
with a dual/ganged variable cap so it can be peaked at 
either 7 MHz or 10.1 MHz. 

You'd be wise to use the super-VXO arrangement 
with two parallel 14.318MHz xtals to get near the bottom 
of the band. 

BTW: Those smaller HC-49/US crystals are reasonably 


decent Q-wise.
